. "WALKEM'S GENEROSITY." 

What -would appear from the light nt 
present thrown upon it to he a scandal- 
ous affair has heon oxposed at Nanaimo 
in conneotion -with the trial of certain of 
the striking miners last year. ; It has al- 
ways been supposod at Victoria that Mr. 
Walkem conducted the cases of the miners 
tried for riot at Nanaimo without com- 
pensation. We feel quite sure that Mr. 
Walkem's organ at the Capital thought so, 
as a short timo ago tho Standard, in de- 
fending Mr. Walkem against somo frivol- 
ous political ohargo, used tho following 
deoidod and horoio langnago:

Theso amounts aggregate $815. In tho 
latest Free Press, which came to hand on 
Friday, we find a card fioni Mr. Eli Har- 
rison, jr., of this city, with reforonco to 
these costs and fees. Mr, Harrison says 

"After nearly a year's struggle, during 
whioh time evory effort was mado in op 
position, I succeeded in obtaining certain 
costs in those cases, and am responsible 
therefor." 

Tho writer in tho Free Press statos, 
positively, thai the fees "wero received 
by Mr. Walkem in October last," or about 
five months subsequent to tho trial and 
seven months ago. Mr. Harrison says ho 
wrestled for "nearly a year" before he 
succeeded in getting the foes "and is re- 
sponsible for them." The two statements 
as to the dates of payment differ so widely 
as to have excited several of tho olaimants 
and we are not surprised to learn that 
proceedings are about to bo instituted to 
ascertain in whose hands tho monies now 
lie and to whom and whon they wore paid. 

MR. ABRAMS' DISQUALIFICATION. 

Mr. Abrams' card to the Nanaimo elec- 
tors is a bit of "bounce." Tho Jaw re- 
quires that a votor shall notify a collector 
to remove his name from ono roll boforo 
he shall make application to havo it 
placed on another roll. Tho application 
must then be posted for a space of two 
months before it can be transferred to the 
voters' roll. -Now, as no record exists of 
Mr. Abrams having roquostod tho collec- 
tor of votes for Esquimalt to remove his 
name, and as it would appear that his 
name is on two rolls at once, he is not 
entitled to vote, much loss stand, in any 
District. Tho law is so plain that he who 
runs may read and comprehend it. Mr. 
Abrams is not a properly-qualified voter 
and be oaanot bo a candidate nor would a 
proclamation qualify him. Votes cast 
for him will therefore be simply thrown 

IMPORTANT PRO CL AM ATION— 
TECHNICALITIES REMEDIED. 



A proclamation appeared in yesterday's 
Gazette declaring that no election shall bo 
held to be void in consequence of any 
want of form in any nomination paper, or 
by reason of any want of qualification in 
the persona signing such paper as pro- 
poser and soconder, of any candidato at 
any olecfion now pending in tho Provinco. 
Tho proclamation is very properly intend- 
ed to remove objections of a merely 
technical character; but does not seek to 
enaot anything conflicting with the spirit 
of the existing law. It will romove tho 
objection to the qualification of any can- 
didate whose nomination may have been 
proposed or seconded by a voter whose 
name is not on the roll of the district to 
be represented, but whose name appears 
on the roll of some other district, and 
will render of no importance any laok of 
form in filling up nomination papers. 



Editob Colonist:— An artiolo publish- 
ed in the Standardon the 15th inst., which 
mokes a futile effort to prove that Mr. 
Elliott has been unfaithful to the interests 
of the oity, brings to my mind a transac- 
tion in connection with the water deben- 
tures in which Mr. William Wilson was 
a prominent character. It will bo re- 
membered that whon the first issuo of 
water debentures was made, to tho oxtent 
of §100,000, various offers to purchase 
wero forthcoming, none, however, being 
over 75 cents on tho dollar until tho muoh- 
abused Mr. Boscowitz voluntoored to take 
tho lot at par. Tho 'debentures, redeem- 
able in 25 years, were consequently al- 
lotted to Mr. Boscowitz. Shortly after- 
wards, when Mr. Walkem was in power, 
the City Council deemed it prudent to ask 
for tho issuo of a further §50,000 worth of 
debenture and a supplementary Act was 
possod to attain this object. This second 
issuo, although made rode'oniablo in 20 
years, and thorefore regarded as proforred 
stock, was sold to threo gentlomen with 
thrco months' acoruod interest at 87% 
cents on tho dollar, and on reference to a 
spoooh mado by Mr. Charles Morton at a 
public meeting hold in this oity on Fob. 
19th, 187G, I find that the sale was effect- 
ed at thoso figures, notwithstanding tho 
fact that "Mr. Huniloy and Capt. Pritoh- 
ard stood roady to take them (the deben- 
tures) at 90 cents without accrued interest." 
Theso bonds, it is asserted, wore actually 
sold on the London market boforo thoy 
were bought herel Mr. William Wilson, 
who is now a candidate for the local House 
in tho oity, was one of the three gentlemen 
who securod tho §50,000 worth of debon- 
turos under their markot value and thoro- 
by deprived tho city of a good round sum. 
In connection with this matter it is 
strange that tho advertisement calling for 
tonders for tho socoud issue was suddenly 
withdrawn and that the salo was offeoted 
much sooner than was oxpocted by many 
prominent citizens. I should bo vory 
sorry to intimate that the proceeding was 
irregular or a job, but with Mr. Walkem, 
Premior; Mr. Drummond, Mayor; Mr. J. 
W. Williams, a councillor; Mr. William 
Wilson, ono of tho speculators; and Mr. 
Amor DeOosmos, the reported proprietor 
of the organ of tho Opposition, and one 
of tho speculators to boot, it doos seem 
that the sale was not mado in the host in- 
interests of the city. The eloctors will do 
well to give this transaction their 
mature consideration boforo they cast 
their votes for Mr. Wilson. A man who 
in his private oapacity fails to study tho 
welfare of the oity is not vory likely to 
provo faithful to hor interests as a mom- 
bor of tho local House; nor is on extensive 
employer of Chinese labor likoly to legis- 
late to exclude from tho Province tho 
vory class from whoso manufactures he is 
bolioycd to bo making a rapid fortune 
Columbian.

More than $50,000 Worth of Gold in 
One Solid Chunk.

Thursday afternoon, April 4, all pre- 
parations having been previously 
made, the largest gold bar of which 
there is any record was cast at the as- 
say office of MolitorBros., in this city. 
The process of melting, whioh com- 
menced before mid-day, consumed 
several hours, and not until paBt three 
o'clock was the accumulated .mass of 
retort crowded beneath the lid of the 
No. 100 crucible and reduced to its 
molteu state. Tho Messrs. Molitor, 
superintending the work, wero assist- 
ed by F. Bohin, Messrs. John and 
Benj. Williams and Mr. L. C. Trent, 
all of them practical aesayers and ex- 
perts. The crucible, fed with COO or 
more ounces at intervals of thirty min- 
utes, recoived the last chunk of retort, 
which speedily fusod and became a 
part of tho golden liquid. 

The moment finally arrived when the 
melted treasure, Bkirmned of tho borax 
slag covering its surface, was ready to 
pour. The heavy tongs were adjusted 
to the crucible, the pulley tackle se- 
curely hitched on, and at the signal 
givon tho seething mass was raised 
from the furnace and rested upon the 
iron table. The • spectators were all 
manifestly excited, and the assayors 
and assistants evinced anxiety. At 
the word the tackle was unhitched, 
and four men, with hands and arms 
muflled in padded mits, grasped tongs 
and leverage, and tipped the crucible. 
The liquid metal poured .in a golden 
rivulet into the great iron mold, the 
oil from which shot up a dense, smoth- 
ering smoke, followed by brilliant 
flames. In the midst of the pouring 
the mold cracked with a loud report, 
but the workmen, unmoved by this 
accident, hold Bteadily to the business 
in hand; and kept up tho "pour." 
The molten mass was "drained, and in 
the mold lay the red hot Bolidifying 
monster bar. 

The labor was over — the baby born 
— and congratulations passed among 
the rojoicing crowd present. A few min 
utes intervened, when the bar was dis 
charged from the mould and lifted in- 
to tho cooling tank. Its temperature 
reduced to handling touch, it was tak- 
en from tho water aDd u muscular man 
put to work scouring. This labor en- 
ded, the bar was lugged to the coun 
ter of the front office, the doors thrown 
open and the public admitted. In the 
course of a couple of hours hundreds 
of eager people hurried to the office to 
inspect this extraordinary, golden 
specimen. 

The dimenBioas, weight, fineness 
and value of the bar are as follows: 

Length, twenty incheB. 

Top breadth, seven inches. 
• Bottom breadth, six incheB. 

Depth, three inches. 

Weight, 3,387 96 ounces. 

Fine, 7G0 gold; 223 silver. 

Value, $53,258 30 gold; $977 32 sil- 
ver. 

It is understood to be the largest 
gold bar cast in Montana or elsewhere. 
It exceeds by more than 1,000 ounces 
the great gold bar cast in Helena by 
S. H. Bohm & Co., in 1870. The pro- 
duct comes entirely from Penobscot 
mine, and is tho result of thirty full 
days' working of one arastra, and less 
than twenty days' working of five 
stamps. 

The bar will remain on exhibition at 
the banking house of Herahfield Bros, 
for several days, after which it will be 
expressed to New York, where it is 
destined to create a sensation even 
greater than we have witnessed in Hel- 
ena.

Public Meeting at North Saanioh. 

A publio meeting was oonvened at 
North Saanioh on Friday evening, over 
whioh Mr. Sluggott presided and Mr. Hy. 
Brethour acted as Seoretary. 

Tho chairman, having thanked the meet- 
ing for tho honor conferred, reforred to 
tho important and worthy object of the 
gathering. He asked a fair and respect- 
ful hearing for all tho speakers, the . time 
of each speakor being limited to half an 
hoar. 

UK. THOMAS LEH 

Was first called on and proceeded to say 
that ho presented hirnsolf for election be- 
cause ho was actuated by asincero desire 
to servo the oonstituonoy. It had been 
said that an Independent candidate was 
not to bo relied on, but ho held it to be tho 
only courso a now politician should tako. 
The distriot was a peculiar ono and a very 
important ono. There are moro familios 
and woll-to do pooplo and a smaller float- 
ing population than in any otlior district in 
the Province. Ho disapproved to a cer- 
tain extont of the polioy of tho loaders of 
both tho Opposition and Government and 
saw nothing in tho way of a man s arting 
in political lifo to favor measures instead 
of men. If ho wont in to support ono 
man or the other, he might see roason to 
ohango hiB opinion. Mr. Mollmoyl says 
ho would do it, and Mr. Humphreys is 
doing it now in opposing Mr. Elliott. 
(Hear ) All ho would ask would be to 
submit his programme to tho Ministry 
and if they adopted it ho would support 
them. Mr. Humphreys, on the othor 
hand, would voto "to Sweep the Elliott 
Government off anyhow. Ho (Mr. Leo) 
would sell his independence only for 
moaauros that wore beneficial to i the 
country. Everything ho had niado in a 
15-yoars' residence he had invested in tho 
soil and if tho country sank ho would sink 
with it. Therefore, ho believed that ho 
could aot independently. Mr. Humph- 
reys had spoken of a conspiracy in tho 
oity to upset Responsible Government. 
If that wero true the safety of tho country- 
would lio only in tho multitudo, and the 
House should bo oularged, aftor tho con- 
sent of tho peoplo had been obtained. 
(Hear.) If elected ho would servo tho 
district in every way in his powor. 

In answer toDr. Tolruio Mr. Lee said 
tho British Government had ever grant- 
ed reforms grudgingly andnovor initiated 
them. 

dr. tolmie 

Said his frionds of tho Opposition had 
been giving out that ho was disqualified 
a3 n candidate. Mr. J. D. Pomberton 
had nominated him. The returning offi- 
cer had said the nomination paper was 
correct and had passed it as such; but he 
had sinoo learned that Mr. Pemberton 
was not a voter of this district. Clause 
28 of tho Interpretation of Acts Acts 
says that where omissions wero formal, 
proceedings should not bo . vitated unless 
fraud wore shown; there could not bo 
a miscarriage on account of informality. 
Ho then quoted a olauso to show that the 
Govornor could euro the informality 
by proclamation, and said he had 
just been informed that a procla- 
mation would appeor in to morrow's 
Gazelle that would end the whole 
aflt'nir. (Cuoers.) The doctor then pro- 
ceeded to contrast tho contract system 
with tho days' work syBtoin, and 
showed that while one abuse existed 
undor the formor system ten existed under 
thelattor. Mr. HumphrayB had called 
the Soanich roads "troughs," but he (Dr. 
T.) thought thoy wore good roads, al- 
though in somo respects they might be 
better. He proceeded to road from cor- 
respondence in The Colonist to show 
that the Elliott Government had largely, 
benefitted the district, giving a list of the 
works done and showing conclusively 
their superior character, and that the ex- 
penditure in Saanioh for 1876 7 amounted 
to §13,750, or as much us the present as- 
sessment in North and South Saanioh in 
12 years. Tho same writer said that the 
Walkom Government had only spent $136 
in North and South Saanioh districts in 
1875. (Groans. - ) The doctor remarked 
that ho was proud of tho Elliott Govern- 
ment because thoy had trented all districts 
fairly withomt regard to tho politics of the 
inhabitants. Tho doctor further ahowod 
that Mr. Humphreys when a minister had 
inaguratod the day-work system in tho 
district, and had made tho late W. Samp- 
son—an entire stranger — road boss. 
Another letter which tho doctor read 
showed that Mr. Mcllmoyl, while a con 
tractor, had slighted work on a North 
Saanioh road, but that it had been' ac- 
cepted by tho then Ohiof Commissioner, 
Mr. Boaven, Mr. Mcllmoyl belonging to 
that sido of politics. Mr. Mollmoyl hav 
ing stated at a previous meeting that 
Cowiohan was getting more monoy spent 
within its borders than Sqanich, Dr. 
Tolmio proved that tho greatest propor- 
tion of the amount voted for Cowichan 
was to build a road betwoen Victoria and 
Nanairuo. Mr. DaGosmos put twotity 
six thousand dollars on tho estimates 
for Cowiohan in 1873, and in }875 Mr. 
Walkom's Government spent $20,000 
thero. In 1876 the Elliott Government 
spent $14,000 at Oowichan, and in 1877 
S15.000, $10,0pb of which went to the 
Nunoimo-Trunk road, Cowichan proper 
getting about $5,000; this year Cowiohan 
gets $30,000 and S0.000 is .voted for the 
Nanaimo- Victoria trunk-road. Such com 
parisons, the doctor said, as Mr. Moll 
moyl-had made, were not fair without this 
explanation. Ho (Dr. Tolmie) had heard 
that Mr. Humphreys, whilo Finance Min 
ister, usod to charge his Sunday buggy- 
ridoE to tho Government. Mr. H. was 
fond of picking holes in others' coats and 
•was' a self -:constitu tod crusor-goneral 
and here was a big holo picked in bis 
own coat. (Laughter.) He wished Mr 
Humphreys to explain why he had so 
vehemently opposed Mr. Walkom and 
why he now supported him? Also, why 
he had been against every member of 
ovory Ministry sinco confederation. Ho 
rominded Mr. H. that this question had 
been prosented to him in writing 
soveral publio meetings, but was yet un 
answered. The doctor here drew a corn 
parison of the oonduot of the businoss 
transacted in the' House in the session of 
1876 with that transacted in 1878, and 
provod that in the former session the 
Appropriation Bill was passed through 
successive stages in one daybecauBe mem- 
bers wero anxious to go home, Mr. 
Walkem consenting, Messrs. Beaven and 
Ash oppospg. Last sesaion they ob- 
structed each measuro in the hope 
that Governmont supporters would leave 
or fall siok, and thus plaoe the Govern- 
ment in a minority, When they thuB win- 
ning an inglorious viotory might capture 
the treasury benohes. Mr. Elliott, there- 
fore, with hia usual cburago, dissolved 
tho House and now asked the constitu- 
encies to paBS their verdict upon such 



polioy of tha Elliott Government; towwdg 
Canada, and their financial policy, whioh 
bad raised the credit of the Province. 
Mr. Humphreys when in office condemn- 
ed the payment by Mr. Walkem of $600 
commission to Mr. DeOoamoa for borrow- 
ing $30,000 from a local capitalist, and 
to-day he ia found supporting the men 
who paid that commission. Dr. Tolmie 
then quoted from the Standard to show 
the estimation in whioh that journal held 
Mr. Humphreys in 1876, A very severe 
article emanating- from that paper was 
read — Mr. Humphreys being termod a 
plaoehunter, a political wreck, eto. 

In answer to Mr. W. Boid tho doctor 
said that tho Constitution Bill was a very 
neoossary measure, beeause now unsoru- 
pulous minorities are always tempted to 
obstruct business. If (as Mr. Humphreys 
had said) the "25 members were ravenous 
rats," what must the people be who elect- 
ed them as tho beet men they could find 
willing to accept the position? (Hear, 
hear.) He trusted now that tho people 
had Responsible Government they would 
have Bonsa enough to rotain it and re- 
momber their own responsibilities. 
Eternal vigilance was tho price of pure 
government. Tho peoplo must read the 
papers and inform themselves on all sub- 
jects and they would not thon bo open to 
wiles and deceptions of designing dema- 
gogues. Ho deniud that there was a con- 
spiracy in Victoria, as stated by Mr. 
Humphreys, to introduce a property 
qualification for voters and membors and 
ridioulod the assertion. Tho doctor could 
not imngino whore Mr. Humphroys had 
got his information. He (Mr. Humph- 
roys) bad used Mr. McCroight's namo in 
connection with snobocraoy; but ho (Dr. 
Tolmie) wns suro that Mr. McCreight, of 
all mou, was not open to that charge. 
(Hear, hoar.) Alow indemnity to mem- 
bers was batter than a high ono, becauao i 
a high indomuity attracted idlo, lazy fol- 
lows who would scramble for tho indem- 
nity — in fact, go into the House for it. 
Thero wero men in the country fittod for 
public business who wero 2>atriotic. The 
peoplo should find tboao out and elect 
them. 

In nnBwer to Mr. W. Boid, Dr. Tolmio 
aid that Mr. Elliott and not Mr. Humph- 
reys introduced tho Drummers' Aot. 

In nnswor to Mr. A. J. Bennett tho 
doctor said that ho did not know whether 
any liconsos wore collected undor the 
Licenses Ordinanco or not. Ho thou re- 
tired amid much applause. 

MB. J. T, MOILMOXL 

Commenced by contrasting tho Cowichan 
with the Viotoria district appropriations, 
and said that tho Nanaimo- Victoria road 
was a useless pioco of work;— a bridle 
trail would unswer evory practical pur- 
pose Ho disputed the correctness of the 
ficures in ono of the letters read by Dr. 
Tolmio from The Colonist, and exonerat- 
ed the character of tho road work done by 
him (Mr. Mcllmoyl.) Parliament .was 
dissolved on a tost question, and a candi- 
date must oithcr be for or against that 
question. The Mnokonzio Government 
bad carried out the railroad policy which 
thoy had started on, aud ho looked on the 
Elliott Government ns a re-echo of that 
Government. This was an important 
agricultural district, and the Elliott Gov- 
ernment had done nothing to benefit it be- 
cause they hud not enforced tho tax on 
parties bringiug produce hero from the 
other side. Mr. Humphreys was ejected 
from tho Elliott Government on publio 
grounds, "for want of ability," as was al- 
leged; but a minority of tho House had 
sinco forced the majority right out of their 
seats. Retrenchment was necossury. If 
hero was no retrenchment grinding taxa- 
tion would bo the result. Ho claimed 
that Cowichan district had all the roads 
mocessary to reach tho stoamboat landing, 
and drew a comparison unfavorable to 
the Gorornmont in their expenditures in 
Cowichan and Saanioh districts. He was 
opposod to tho Constitution Bill. It was 
uutruo that wealth brought brains or hon- 
esty to a man, The oducational system 
should bo maintained nbovo all othor in- 
terests. He attacked Dr. Tolmie's posi- 
tion on free Bohools and said that if his 
idea with regard to schools was adopted 
8f schools would be swopt away. If oleot- 
ed ho should support the repeal of the 
school tax on young mon who wero not 
allowed to voto. Ho was in favor of pro- 
tection to farmers and was opposod to 
Chinesoimmigration. He had notexperi- 
oncod any prosperity through tho • polioy 
of the Elliott Government, and did not 
know ony class of pooplo that had. 

In answer to Dr. Tolmie, Mr. Mollmoyl 
said he was told that it took two yeurs to 
receive a disallowance of the Drummers' 
Bill from Ottawa. Ho had not read in either 
of the Victoria papers any romark of Dr. 
Tolmie that showed he was opposed to 
freo sohoola. 



ME. HUMPHREYS 

Said this was the oighth public meeting 
he had addressed in three weeks. He 
claimed that no attempt was made by tho 
Government or their followers in the 
House to answer a single objection urged 
to their meosuros. There waj nothing 
but a system of blackguardisms on their 
part. Tho Doctor had quoted from somo 
insignificant Provincial newspaper to show 
what opinion that papor entertained of 
him two years ago, but he (Mr. Hum- 
phreys) was sorry to say he had never 
been correctly roported on any occasion. 
Thero was not a measure ho had over in- 
troduced that was not a good ono, or a 
measure that he had attacked that was not 
a bad oue. Dr. Tolmie was not a candi- 
date Ho asked Dr. Tolmie to road from 
the statutes beforo him, saying, '£ I 
mado that law, Dootor." 

Dr. Tolmio — You never mado a law in 
your life. (Loud laughter.) 

Mr. Humphreys continuod that tho 
clause of tho Act Dr. Tolmio had ro^d did 
not apply to nomination but to eleotion. 
Ho read from the Aot to show that the 
Doctor's nomination was illegal. The 
Doctor had said ■ Mr. Elliott introduced 
the Drummors' Act. So ho did; but bo 
(Mr. Humphreys) oluimcd that he intro 
duced and caused to be passed the olauses 
that secured protection to the farmers. 
The suggestion was duo to Mr. Elliott. If 
the tax had boon enforced it would have 
afforded somo protection to the farmers 
If that lioenso had been enforced not a 
pound of produco would have entorod 
Victoria harbor afterwards. The. f armors 
wero taxed right and left; but the parties 
who brought in foreign produce Wbre not 
taxed «t all. He characterized tho letter 
of Mr. Elliott to the Lake meeting as un 
true. He bad given Mr. Todd instructions 
not to euforco the tax. He' was against 
tho Elliott Government because thoy were 
corrupt. They had roloasod Canada from 
her obligations. They had relaxed the 
railway bond. Thoy refused all amend- 
ments to tho address in 1877. He pro- 
duced the Journals for 1877 to establish 
this assertion, A part of the polioy of the 



polioy of the previous Government whioh 
was to force railway construction on 
Canada. He acquitted tho Doctor of sin- 
ister motives in not voting for the amend- 
ment moved by Mr. Walkem because he 
.was personally hostile to that gentleman, 
but the voto of the Dootor was just what 
Mr, Mackenzie wished. He thon proceed- 
ed to read from the Journals to show that 
the Doctor had voted against an amend.- 
mont that reaffirmed the obligation of the 
Canadian Government to build tho Island 
railway, and had thus remitted the trans- 
continental road. Tho House should vote 
to demand railway construction in six 
months or we should secede. (Hear.) Mr. 
Humphreys then attacked tho drydock 
polioy of tho Government, asserting that 
a resolution of Mr. Walkem for a com- 
mittoe to examino into and report on the 
matter was voted down. Tho dock, liko 
the railway, was sacrificed, and no rea- 
sonable man need expoot that the Elliott 
Government would remedy tho evil. 
("Time.") 

Dr. Tolmie — I want to ask you a ques- 
tion or two. 

Mr. Humphroys— I won't answer them. 

Dr. Tolmie— You won't? Perhaps tho 
Chair will express its opinion, 

Tho Chairman — I certainly think Mr. 
Humphreys should answer — the Dootor 
is au elector. • 

Dr. Tolmie — You say you novor mado a 
mistake in all your life. 

Mr. Humphreys— I said I never misled 
anyone. 

Dr. Tolmie — Yon told the people at 
South Saanioh yon got $20,000 . grant 
foi education from tho old Crown Colony 
Government. Was that correot ? 

Mr. Humphroys — Yes; I was asked by 
tho doctor what I had done for education 
and I replied that. I had dono moro for 
education in two months than tho doctor 
could do in two centuries. I moved that 
$20,000 bo grantod for oducational pur- 
poses, but only $10,000 was spout. 

.Dr. Tolmie— He didn't get a grant of 
one cent tho year ho says ho did. 

Mr. W. Tolmie— I hoard you say at 
Cedar Hill that you got $20,000 for odu- 
cational purposes. 

Mr. Humphreys— $20,000 was voted, 
but not spent. 

Dr. Tolmie— You stated you got $20,000 
and you did not get it. 

Mr. Humphreys bore retirod and tho 
meeting, whioh was vory pronounced in 
favor of the Governmont candidate, broko

Cariboo Mining News. 

Advices from Cariboo dated tho 6th 
inst. state that tho mining soasou is one 
mouth iu advance of other yoars, and an 
increase in the population of Cariboo, of 
about 175 minors, has already taken place. 
The Entorptiso Co. are running a drive 
along tho ledge whioh looks well. Vio- 
toria Co. aro faoing up preparatory to 
lotting a contract of 400 feet of a tuunol 
through gravel and rock which will tap 
tho lodge at a vertical depth of 300 feet. 
The Lowhoe Co. aro running a drive on 
tho lowor level and are in daily expecta- 
tion of striking tho lodge. Tho American 
Co.'s (B. O. M. & M. Co.) tunnel is in 
about 300 feet. Tho Cariboo Co. are out- 
ing across tho ledge on their lower level,- 
tho quartz continues good. A meeting of 
this company was held on tho 6th 
intt. when their capital stock was in- 
creased to 120,000 shares, and it was de- 
cided to order ten additional stamps forth- 
with, whioh with tho four stamp mill al- 
ready erected will increase tlm working 
capacity to a fourteen stamp mill. Tho 
St. Lawrence (B. O. M. & M. Co.) tun- 
nel is in about 300 feet and a lodge 8 feot 
in width has been struck, supposed to bo 
a fooder of tho Bonanza ledge. The 
Cooper Co. are at work, and Mr. Harper 
has mado an offioial report on their claim 
which is regarded as being as good as ony 
on tho Bonanza ledge. The B. C. M. & 
M. Co. are grading for their mill-site. 
Everything in the vicinity of tho works 
bespeaks life and activity. Stocks gener- 
ally find slow salo on account of tho scar- 
city of money. Tho recent arrivals from 
California and Nevada, however, speak 
vory encouragingly of tho ledges, and 
thore can be no doubt thntin August next 
mining stocks generally will recoive a 
considerable stimulus. ^

New Westminster Assizes. 

The Court of Assizo opened at New 
Westminster on Wednesday last, Mr. 
Justice Crease on tho Bench. 

His Lordship in hiB address to tho 
Grand Jury said ho regretted to seo that 
the criminal oalondar was a muoh heavier 
one than was usual. This was doubless 
in part owing to tho iucreaso of popula- 
tion. He congratulated thorn on tho largo 
increase of population in tho city and 
district, and was glad to welcome nnd 
encourogo new comers; but thondvantago 
had its drawbacks, and the incroaso of 
crimo was ouo of them. But ho believed 
that tho main cause of the increaso was 
tho demon drink. Aftor alluding to tho 
evils of the abuso of iutoxioatiug liquor 
and tho large numbor of petitions forward- 
ed of lato for the remission of punish- 
ments, his Lordship submitted tho var- 
ious indictments to the Grand Jury for 
their consideration. 

True BillB wore roturnod in tho follow- 
ing cases: Jordan, murdor; McCrimmon, 
obstructing highway; Brown, uttering 
forged orders; Elliott, shooting with in- 
tent; Hydah Joe (Indian), attempting 
suicide in jail; MoGinnis, incendiarism 
(two indictments) ; Dnthio, breaking jail. 
No Bill was roturnod in tho case of Dandy 
Jim (Indian) for stoaling brandy. 

Mr. W. Norman Bole conducted tho 
prosecution for the Crown. 

Brown, Hydah Joo and Duthio ploadod 
guilty. The latter was sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment, tho formor to ton 
months, aud tho Indian to six months in 
jail. 

John Elliott, indicted for Bhooting nnd 
wounding Mark Elliott at Moodyville, 
was found guilty aud sentenced to 3 years' 
in tho' penitentiary. 

In the caso of tho Qucon vs. Jordan, 
the prisoner being indicted for tho wilful 
murdor of N. Stroutt on January last near 
Mud Bay, tho jury returned a verdict of 
manslaughter and tho prisoner was sen- 
tenced to 15 years' imprisonment.

Tho Crown entered a nolle prosequi iu 
tho case of J. MoGinnis indictod for sett- 
ing fire to tho Hudson Bay Co.'s barn at 
Langloy.

To the Electors of the City of Victoria. 

GektI/Zsiek: — Tlha. object of calling a 
meeting of my constituents at the Thea- 
tre on the 27 th ultimo, was to address jou 
at lengta on tho political topics of tbe 
day, but tho employment by tho Opposi- 
tion party of a number of disreputable 
poraons and the uttor disregard ehown by 
them of tuo old English lovo of fair play 
on that occasion prevented mo from ex- 
pressing my views and explaining my 
past actions as a member of the 
Government since I last had tho honor 
of being elected by yon, and rendors it 
necessary that I should supplement my 
address to tho electors of tho 2Gth April 
and enter moro fully into details. 

As regards the Canadian Pacilic Eail- 
way, tho delay of a singlo sn minor sug- 
gested by Lord Carnarvon and ngrcod to 
by tho Legislature has now elapsed, ond 
this Government has urged tho Domin- 
ion Government not to dolay any furthor 
the commencement of railway construc- 
tion in the Province. Whatover dotormi- 
dation may be arrived at by tho Engineer 
as to the routo on tho Mainland, tho Car- 
narvon Terms must bo strfctly adhered to 
by tho early construction of tho Nanaimo 
and Esquimalt Eailway. 

There has been paid by this Province 
on account of tho purchase in 187i by 
Mr. "Wnlkeni whilo in England of comcnt 
and machinery for tho Drydock, tho 
alarming amount of S7G.-1C2.G2. This 
does not embrace tho sum of S-1,581 inter- 
est paid to tho bank on overdrawn Grav- 
ing Dock account. This sum of §80,000 
might have been saved to tho country had 
ordinary foresight boon usod by tho lato 
Govornmont in not making tho purchase|at 
so unnecessarily early a dato. Tho courso 
pursued by the Government in endeavor- 
ing to induce tho Imperial Government 
to take ovor the dock site.'plant and ma- 
terial ond finish tho construction of tho 
dook is best shown by tho subjoined re- 
solution of tbo House:— 

The Hon. Mr. Elliott moved, seconded 
by the Hon. Mr. Vernon,— 

"Wheroas on tho 1st of Octobor, 1877, 
Hear Admiral A. F. E. do Horsey Com- 
mander in Chief of Her Majesty's Pacifio 
Squadaon, communicated with his Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor with tho object 
of ascertaining whother, in tho ovont of 
tho Imperial Government's minute, 21st 
July last, viz., that the Imperial Govern- 
ment should take over tho Dock and com- 
plete it as an Imporial work, thoProviuco 
would "contribute tho site and work al- 
ready done, together with the plant and 
material now in hand, as a gift, bo that 
tho Dook and its site would bocomo Ad- 
miralty property:" 

And, whereas, on the 8th Octobor last, 
His Honor answered that tho Govern- 
ment of the Province woro not prepared 
to tako upon themselves the responsibility 
of disposing of so largo an amount of 
Provincial capital without first consulting 
the Legislature, but that they would en- 
gage to recommend to Parliament a gift 
of the site, &o., on tho condition that 
merchant vessels shall bo permittod to be 
docked on payment of expenses, when- 
ever tho Bhips of Her Majesty's squadron 
do not require its use: 
' Ba it thoroforo resolved,— That, in viow 
of the desirableness of ensuring the com- 
pletion of tho Esquimalt Graving Dock 
without loss of time without further cost 
to the Province, this House is of opinion 
that it is advisable, in tho ovont of the 
Imperial Government agreeing to com- 
plete the Dock as an Imporial work with- 
out loss of time, to grant to the Admiralty 
the site, plant and matorial on hand, and 
work already dono, subject to tho condi- 
tion that merchant vessels shall bo per- 
mitted to be docked, on payment of ex- 
penses, whenever tho ships of Her Majes- 
ty's Navy do not requiro its use; nnd that 
a respectful addross bo presonted to His 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor, praying 
that ho will bo pleased to inform Her 
Majesty's principal Secretary of Stuto for 
the Colonies of tho determination of this 
House upon the subject. 

Tho following telegram from tho Sec- 
retary of State for tho Colonies has beon 
received in reply to tho above proposi- 
tion: 

"Please inform British Columbia Gov- 
ernment that some little delay will bo nec- 
cessary before I am able to express an 
opinion on Esquimalt drydock question 
and other subjects connected with it, but 
all possible earnest attention will be given 
to it." Hicks-Beaoh." 

I nni, and always havo been, an earn- 
est advocato for keeping tho publio 
schools in a state of increasing efficiency, 
and consider that public moneys cannot 
be expended to hotter advantage than in 
keeping up and extending our educational 
system. 

The success which has attended the en- 
gagement of tho services of a mining en- 
gineer at Cariboo, induces mo to think 
that tho services of another oxport might, 
with ndvantago to tho Province, bo 
secured for tho lower portion of the Main- 
land, the Coast and the Island, and I shall 
bo prepared to advocate at the earliest 
moment tho employment of another such 
mining ongineor. 

It has always been the practioo of this 
Government to discourago the employ- 
ment of Chineso labor on publio works, 
and it shall bo my aim to promoto such 
legislation as may tend to check tho in- 
crease of Chineso immigration. 

With regard to tho City of Victoria, I 
may remind you that ouo of the first acts 
of this Govornmont was tho introduction 
of a measure containg a clause striking 
tho Chineso off tho municipal voters' list, 
thereby preventing a recurrence of the 
pernicous practice of tho Mayor and 
Council of Victoria being virtually olected 
by Chineso. 

Eecognising the just claims of tho City 
to tho fines, foes and forfeitures of its own 
Police Court, I caused an Act to be pass- 
ed handing over tho fees, amounting to 
SI, 000, to tho city for its own uso; an act 
of justico persistontly refused by tho late 
Government. And I shall be prepared 
to advocato tho claim of tho municipality 
to retain tho balance of tho revenue der- 
ived from liquor licences, which will 
amount to something in tho neighborhood 
of $2,000. I also introduced tho measure 
by which an annual saving of §500 to the 
oity and $700 to tho Province, was attain- 
ed by the amalgamation of the offices of 
Provincial Superintendent of Police with 
that of Inspector of the City Police. 

The object with which tho amendmont 
to the Constitution Act was introduced 
was to give to tho people fuller and more 
equitable representation. This purpose 
was sought *o bo attained by dividing the 
eleotorol distriots, and by giving addi- 
tional representation to some of them. 
In the important Province of Ontario not 
a single constituency returns more than 



one representative. • The free action of a 
Govornmont maybe severely hampered by 
tbe joint demands of the representatives 
of a distriot, roturning to the Houso moro 
than one membor, by requisitions for 
excessivo expenditure in their respective 
distriots and which only a numerically 
strong Govornmont could decline. 

In tho presont small number of repre- 
sentatives, tho House is likely to be so 
nearly balanced as to render a Govern- 
ment unable to resist this unwholesome 
pressure. 

In order to correot this evil the Bill 
proposed to add 8 members to the House 
without, however, increasing the expenses 
of legislation, as tho following figures 
will clearly illnstrato: 

PRESENT INDEMNITY. 

25 members at $400 per annum. . .$10,000 

PROPOSED INDEMNITY. 

33 members at $250 per sossion. . .$ 8,250

Which would amply meet additional 
mileage 

Notwithstanding that the prinoiplo of 
tho Bill was affirmed by tho House on its 
Bocond reading yet the Opposition un- 
scrupulously refused to allow tho details 
to bo discussed in Committee 

Tho only argument, if indoed it can bo 
styled ono, urged against tho measure was 
" that tho members would on boing 
brought together at once proceod to raise 
the indemnity." To this tho simple an- 
swer is that no such proposition could bo 
introduced unless by tho Government of 
the day. 

As regards the plan or basis of this 
Bill I may obsorve that the division of 
some of the districts was suggested on 
account of tho diversity of interests ex- 
isting in tho samo, notably, in tho caso of 
Cariboo, which has no interest in common 
with tho Alexandria portion of tho Dis- 
triot aud which wus proposed to be separ- 
ated from it in order that the mining in- 
terests of the one and tho ogrioultural in- 
terests of tho other should not bo prejudic- 
ed. 

Other distriots were divided onncoount 
of their enormous area, and some, ow- 
ing to their largely inoreased population. 

Had tho Bill proposod to deal with re- 
presentation on the basis of population 
only, and taking tho existing representa- 
tion of Kootenay — which tho Opposition 
so determinedly refused to reduce— as an 
example, wo find the following ridiculous 
rosult:

Or should the amount of rovenuo ob- 
tained from tho respective distriots be the 
plan adopted solely as a guide to ropre 
sentation, and still rotaining Kootenay as 
an oxamplo, we havo an almost equally 
ridiculous result:

Thoso figures in conjunction with tho 
fact that Kootenay has really no interest 
in common with any other portion of tho 
Province, drawing, as she does, all her 
supplies from a neighboring state; that at 
tho last two eloctions sho showod a voting 
power of 33 persons only; moro than 
justifiod tho courso suggestod by tho 
Government in taking ono membor from 
Kootonay in order to enfranchise Oassiar, 
with a mining population of some 1500 
people, not speaking of tho much undor- 
ropresontod district of Nanaimo. 

In the debate on tho measuro in the 
Houso no attempt was made to defend 
this anomalous stato of things iu Koot- 
onay, and it can only bo assumed that the 
desire for its continuance by the Opposi- 
tion was that the two members from that 
remote locality were their strong sup- 
porters. 

My firm conviction is that the success- 
ful working of responsible govern- 
ment in this Provinco requires that 
tho Constitution should bo amended 
by increasing tho number of representa- 
tives. 

It is an indisputable fact that when I 
hnd the honor of being called Upon to 
form a Ministry I found on taking oflico 
not only an empty treasury but an accu- 
mulation of debts amounting to close up- 
on half a million dollars, rondering a 
light taxation an absolute necessity — 
by which wo wore enabled to effect a loan 
on terms most advantageous to the Prov- 
ince. 

I have given evidence of my desire to 
keep tho expenditure of the Province 
within reasonable limits by reducing the 
excessivo sums which were annually 
"sown broadcast" by my predecessors in 
office, and I shall continue to eoonomiae 
wherever it may bo found possiblo to do 
so without impairing the efficiency of the 
public service. 

I contend that under the present ad- 
ministration tho country has made moro 
substantial progress and has brighter 
prospects for tho future than sho has at 
any period of her history possessed. '

Publioly, at Cedar Hill and South Saan- 
ioh, (soo Colonist, April 25th and 27th) 
I havo spokon on tho political issues of 
the day. I shall avail myself of every 
opportunity of so speaking at publio 
meetings, and of bo writing in the columns 
of The Colonist. 

If ro-eleoted I pledge myself early in 
tho next session to move for an earnest 
and impressive appeal to the Dominion 
and Imporial Governments, urging Buoh 
aotion at London as may result in proper 
restriction of Chinoso immigration into 
this Province. The Mongolian affliction, 
us now felt by workinguion aud farmors 
iu and around Victoria, would bo unen- 
durable in nn English town. Our fellow- 
countrymen in tho Dominion and Great 
Britain must bo asked, in considering this 
very difficult question, to supposo them: 
solves in our places. Such a presentation 
of tho matter may induce more speedy 
aotion, and n serious, persistent grappling 
with it, until a satisfactory solution is 
arrived at. Co operation in dealing with 
ttio Chinese quostion between the United 
Kingdom and tho United States ib greatly 
to be deBired. 

As wo should not now seek to bor- 
row afresh, and as present taxation is 
sufficiently burdensome, it must bo im- 
perative on tho Government to make the 
annual rovenuo fully cover tho expendi- 
ture. 

I am in favor of threo Ministers (having 
portfolios) instead of four, bolieviug that 
a Government's surest guarantee for pro- 
longed tonuro of powor must bo tho con- 
fidoDco in its integrity nnd ability enter- 
tained by a largo majority of the peoplo 
insido and outsido tho Hous6 of Assem- 
bly. This confidence is, in my firm belief, 
dosorvod i«id onjoyed by the Ministry 
now in office 

I shall support any and every moasuro 
of retrenchment compatiblo with a duo 
performance of tho public sorvioe, nnd 
nbovo all with retention of our fair re- 
puto as a law enforcing and law abiding 
people. 

It would bo a sourco of great satisfac- 
tion to many besides mysolf to witness 
such administration of Responsible Gov- 
ernment in our midst as, wbilo giving 
genoral satisfaction at homo, would win 
for our country credit and respect abroad 
wherever the English tongue is spoken 
and our political ongoings at all noticod. 
This most desirable consummation cannot 
be reached without inoreaso of represen- 
tation and redistribution of seats, as I 
will havo ploasuro in explaining to you 
at public meetings if allowed a patient 
hearing. Turn utterly opposed to Mr. 
Walkem's view as expressed in the House 
(7th and 8th of Inst March, see Colonist 
and Standard of theso dates) that about 
12 members and ft modified form of Crown 
Colony Government would bo best for us. 
This would indeed bo retrogression ! I 
Follow electors, I am not inclined to 
"give up tho ship" yet, and sure I am 
that you aro not. Mr. Humphreys' talk at 
North Saanich about "25 hungry rats bo- 
ing hotter than 33 hungry rats" pays a 
poor oomplimont to tho intelligence and 
honesty of tho people of this Province. 
Society could not hold togethor anywhere 
did not tho well-intentioned, honest, sen- 
sible peoplo vastly exceed in number aud 
powor tho ruffians, rogues, knaves, fools 
and "designing demugogues." This is as 
truo of savago us of civilized society, as 
forty years ago I had ample opportunity 
of observing. In every Indian village of 
this coast then tho evil-disposed were 
greatly in tho minority. 

On the Railway I may say that I am in 
favor of tho Carnarvon Torms, and ehall 
havo much to say when I got nmongstyou 
again on this subject. 

With tbe unfortunate heritage of the 
Dry Dock bequoathed by the Walkom 
party to tho Government that succeeded 
them, the Elliott Ministry havo, as I think, 
acted with great discretion. In tho 
Houso, if I remember aright, tho Opposi 
tion did not "feel liko" opposing the 
courso submitted for discussion by the 
Govornmont. 

You may rely on me in the f uturo, as in 
the past, as an oarnost supporter of, the 
Public School system as it is, and of its 
improvement, as far as our finanoial con- 
dition may pormit. The calumnios ns to 
my alleged opposition to tho Victoria 
High School, so industriously circulated 
throughout the distriot, are falso as falso 
can be, Mr. R. Smith, ex-M.P.P. for 
Yale, bad warning from mo on the day ho 
gavo notice of his proposod School Bill 
that everything noxious in it would have 
my vigilaDt opposition, ond so it had 
until tho ond. 

Gentlemen, if in the foregoing I have 
omitted allusion to matters of public im 
portance it has been from no desiro to 
shirk them. I hope for many opportuni 
ties yet of communicating with you 'ore 
the 22d inBtnnt. 

During the four years" I have served vou 
in tbe Legislature I have never yot beon 
absent a day, nor have I once shirkod a 
vote on any question. 

In the House I havo ever supported 
good measures whoncesoover originating. 

My increased knowledge and experi- 
ence since 1874 encourage me the more to 
solicit your suffrages on this occasion.
